He assailed 
the Chinese in the room as mem- 
bers of the ‘‘Koumintang clique.”’

U. S. delegate Francis B. Sayre 
told the council, “‘it is out of the 
question to consider this proposal 
at a time when the conduct of the 
Chinese Communist regime has 
departed so far from the accepted 
rules of international conduct.” 

Sayre proposed that the council 
postpone further discussion of this 
question and this was approved by 
the 11-to-l vote. Soldatov held up 
his hand against it. 


U. 8. VIOLATIONS CHARGED 


During the hour-long debate, 
Soldatov charged that the United 
States has violated UN principles 
in Korea. 

Sayre replied that ‘‘to call the 
United Nations action in Korea an 
aggressive war and to condemn 
the United States is to condemn 
the united opinion and conscience 
of the vast majority of the peoples 
of the world.”’ 

The council was the first UN or- 
gan to meet in the new five-story 
conference area making up the 
second of the three big units of the 
UN headquarters. The 38-story 
Secretariat Building was complet- 
ed last year. The third unit, the 
General Assembly Hall, is expect- 
ed to be finished in time for the 
seventh general assembly next fall.

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DeKalb Fury Recognizes 


A Common Problem 


The DeKalb Grand Jury has asked for a 
simplified legal proceduure for compulsory 
sterilization of mentally deficient persons. 
Studies to determine how this might be 
achieved are recommended in this first move 
of its kind in the state. 


We firmly believe that the people in De- 
Kalb are on the right track. We hope that’ 
such a procedure will eventually form a pat- 
tern to be followed by the entire state. In 
fact, it could well be followed by all other 
states not now having such procedures. 


‘We can find no objection on religious or 
ethical grounds which can sustain perpetua- 
tion of mental weakness. 


Throughout American society, children of 
mentally deficient persons, themselves chil- 
dren of mentally deficient persons before 
them, will be found as wards of society. If 
they are not in institutions for the insane, 
they inhabit the jails. If they are free, most 
of them are performing no useful function. 
Child welfare and other relief rolls are filled 
to overflowing with these unfortunates. 


We recognize there is a difference between 
the mentally ill and the congenitally insane 
and feeble-minded. Any application of steri- 
lization laws should take this into account. 


Sterilization does not harm the individual 
who undergoes it. However, it renders him 
incapable of perpetuating a burden on society 
in one or many children who would inherit his 
handicap and who would carry the seed for- 
ward to another generation. It is a means 
of ‘improving the race and of eradicating a 
welfare and crime problem which will con- 
tinue to grow as long as the congenitally 
weak-minded are allowed to reproduce. 


Economically, ethically, religiously or on 
any other grounds, sterilization of the unfit 
is not only humane but wise. In the long 
run, it can eliminate much suffering among 
mankind.

‘A Moment White, 
Then Melts Forever’ 


Poets and philosophers have had their say 
about it... snow, we mean... and they 
have done well by it. John Ruskin devoted 
some space to the beauty and architectural 
perfection of the snowflakes. Whittier’s 
“Snowbound” is a bit old-fashioned, but 
delightful. 


But we like it here in the South, where it 
comes but seldom and remains briefly, so that 
it seems hardly to have been here at all. We 
like it simply because it changes our pattern 
so completely. 


We look hopefully at each winter's occa- 
sional snow flurries, which hardly dampen the 
streets, hoping at least one of them will 
become a true snow. But winters pass and 
pass and once in about each five years we 
have three or four inches of: snow. 


Then the magic of it enters into the souls 
of all the sensitive. | 


The silent flakes, mysteriously created by 
some happy meetings of weather fronts, seem 
to whisper sibilantly. The dark winter soils, 
with the new grass just beginning to appear, 
the forsythia already in bloom, the nodding 
yellow jonquils, the dun roofs, the black 
limbs of trees on which the first green buds 
ar@ appearing, the lawns, the gardens—all 
these slowly take on the white covering. 

It is especially wonderful just at dusk 
when the last light seems to hold a little 
longer because of the whiteness of the snow 
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tional. He has the high esteem of many of 
the Northern political leaders in his party, 
but they will not support him.

Paul 
Douglas of Illinois, for example, has praised 
him highly and has said that if it were not 
for the negative, sectional features of the 
South’s campaign, he would be willing to sup- 
port him—but could not, of course, do so, 
because of the attitude on the hotly contro- 
versial civil rights issue. 

Much of the campaign is predicated on the 
assumption Mr. Truman will again be a can- 


‘didate. We trust he will not. We do not wish 


to see the Democratic Party split, thus prac- 
tically assuring a Republican victory, per- 
haps by Senator Taft. We deeply regret the 
prospects of party dissolution. 

Our Republican friends can help the 
nation and the South by nominating Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. 

Meanwhile, we think Senator Russell will 
make a good president if the House should 
elect him. If he is nominated we will sup- 
port him.

But “our” snow, which came down from 
the mountains and thinned out to a point 
some 70 miles south of us, did but emphasize 
that portion of Benet’s “John Brown’s Body.” 


“For wherever the winds of Georgia run, 

It smells of peaches long in the sun, 

And the white wolf-winter, hungry and frore, 
Can prowl the North by a frozen door, 

But here we have fed him on bacon fat 

And he sleeps by the stove like a lazy cat... 
And the little New Year, the weakling one, 
Can lie outdoors in the noonday sun, 
Blowing the fluff from a turkey wing 

At skies already haunted with spring.” 


That still is true. On the morning after 
“our” snow the jonquils looked fresher and 
their yellow would have delighted the painter 
Van Gogh, who smeared yellow profligately. 
The other blossoms, too, came through re- 
freshed. 


We are reminded that snow long has been 
called “the poor farmer’s fertilizer,” and 
that even in ancient days the adage makers 
celebrated snow with such axioms as “Heavy 
snow, heavy crop.” It brings down some 
nitrogen from the skies and leaves it in the 
wet earth. 


So as our skies warm, the grass greens 
and the buds appear, we say thanks for snow 
that comes quickly, changes the pattern of our 
landscapes, our homes and our lives—and 
then goes quickly away to come again an- 
other year.

Mitchell Milkman 
Aims To Find Out 


Persistence is a quality which we admire. 
It is a virtue dominant in the character of 
J. J. Harris, Mitchell County dairyman. 


A free enterpriser who believes in letting 
no one set the price at which he sells his 
milk, Mr. Harris fought the price-fixing pow- 
ers of the State Milk Control Board through 
to the Georgia Supreme Court and won his 
case. The high court ruled that the control 
board had no legal right to fix milk prices. 


Then the Assembly passed a law intended 
to give the board the price-pegging power by 
plugging the hole which the Supreme Court 
had found in the old law. 


Now dairyman Harris is renewing his 
fight. The pattern will be the same. He 
will refuse to abide by the milk, board regu- 
lation. The board will take him to court. 
The court will rule on the legality of vise 
new act.

Against WW III, Is Called a ‘Must’ 


Winterville — Almost every 
day now a letter is printed in 
Pulse of the Public protesting 
the adoption by this country of a 
program of Universal Military 


Training. Let this letter sound a 
note, not that we should have 
UMT now but that we must, 


During World War II, I spent 
some time giving basic training 
to draftees; at the end of their 
13 weeks I saw the orders send- 
ing them to replacement depots. 
Later on I was stationed at one 
of these “repple depples” and 
saw these same men, and thou- 
sands more like them, sent to 
ports of embarkation still with 
only 13 weeks’ training. Still 
later, I joined an infantry di- 


vision in the Philippines and 
saw these replacements arrive 
for combat duty still with 13 
weeks’ training. 


Do the mothers and others 


who are fighting UMT want their 


sons to gointo combat some day 
with only this much training? 
Do they realize that six months, 
or better yet, a year’s peace- 
time training in a UMT program 
would increase a man’s chances 
of living through combat by half 
or more? 


The principle of UMT is not 
new. It was first introduced by 
George Washington in his first 
plan for the organization of the 
armed forces of this country. He

In Georgia Today? 


“Who can vote in Georgia? Frankly, I don’t 


know what the law is.” 


This statement was not 


made by John Doe, who doesn’t read about poli- 


tics and doesn’t bother to vote in this state. 


It was made by the 


one man—of all people—who should know exactly who can and 


who can’t vote in this one-party state. 


It was made by James S. 


Peters of Manchester, chairman of the State Democratic Party. 


He made the statement to a 
group of people who were as 
confused over the problem of 
voter registration as any group 
we've ever seen... yet this 
group should have all the an- 
swers at its fingertips ... this 
group was the State Democratic 
Executive Committee. 

The simple question: “Who can 
vote in Georgia?” has taken 
such a complicated twist that 
even the State Law Department 
has been wrestling with it for 
a week, 


What Chairman Peters has 
been asked daily by citizens, 
election managers and candi- 
dates is: ‘What is the deadline 
for voters to register to vote 
in the May 14 Democratic Pri- 
mary?” He doesn’t know. The 
State Democratic Executive 
Committee doesn’t know. Elec- 
tion managers don’t know. 
Citizens don’t know. And, 
unless the opinion is released 
for publication elsewhere in 
today’s paper, the attorney 
general hasn’t yet decided. 


“Our election laws should be 
so plain that a wayfaring man 
would know how they operate,” 
Peters said as he eyed in the 
Executive Committee audience 
the heads of the Georgia Legis- 
lature. “They 
plain a voter wouldn’t be puz- 
zled, much less the 3,000 or 4,000 
election managers.” 


Roy Harris, who with B. D. 
Murphy had drafted most of the 
recent election laws in Georgia, 
replied: “Our election laws are 
clear. The law fixes the pri- 
mary date for Septgmber. The 
confusion is caused by the early 
primary. The Legislature can- 
not change all its election laws 
to fit an early primary.” 

Murphy said that the law on 
registration of voters is plain. 
It says that a voter must be 
registered six montis prior to 
the November general election. 
Thus, Murphy said, a voter 
could register until May 3 and 
be eligible to vote in the pri- 
mary May 14. There is hardly 
time in the 10-day period to 
permit a voter who was dis- 
qualified to appeal his case. 
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should be so | 


An assistant attorney general, 
T. D. Williams, who is a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee, 
voiced the opinion at the meet- 
ing that the State Democratic 
Executive Committee 
power to set a time limit for 
registration of voters. Williams 
cited the 1949 law which de- 
clares that a Georgian can vote 
in any election, general or pri- 
mary, if he is registered six 
months prior to the general elec- 
tion. But Senate President Pro 
Tem Spence Grayson declared 
that regardless of the law, the 
party directors could tell the 
registrars when to close the reg- 
istration books prior to a Demo- 
cratic primary. 

That shows the extent of con- 
fusion in high quarters about 
Georgia’s election laws. The 
Democratic primary in this one- 
party state is regulated by state 
law, and if the law says a per- 
son who registers by May 4 can 
vote, we don’t believe party reg- 
ulations can fix the deadline 
earlier. 

The early primary causes con- 
fusion every time it is held. 
Early primaries are necessary 
under the Soldier Vote Law in 
order to get the ballot overseas 
and back. But Georgians will 
agree with Chairman Peters that 
the party leaders, election man- 
agers and voters should have a 
clearer idea about a simple ques- 
tidn like: “Who can vote?”

British Complaints 
Are Home To Roost

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27—The British are al- 
ways complaining that it is difficult to work 
with the United States because (1) the -U. S. . 
always is letting domestic politics interfere with its fotelon pol- 
icy; (2) it is careless with secret information; and (3) it is con- 
stantly making statements which affect the interests of other coun- 
tries without letting said countries know in advance. 


The recent record shows that 
these charges are not only jus- 
tified but that they seem to 
stem directly from the Anglo- 
Saxon character. For there is 
perhaps no better illustration 
of these failings and their un- 
fortunate consequences than the 
current foreign policy debate in 
the British House of Commons. 

The background of this debate 
was as follows: Ever since the 
first of the vear, and even be- 
fore, the Allies have been con- 
cerned about another outbreak 
of Communist aggression, either 
in Southeast Asia, or in Korea. 
These two spots are regarded by 
the United States, British and 
French governments as_ the 
main danger points for the mo- 
ment, and private discussions 
have been in process for months 
on how to prevent such a de- 
velopment, and how to meet it if 
it comes. 

In these negotiations, it has 
been generally agreed that the 
great achievement of the Ko- 
rean war was that it forced 
the Kremlin to face the prob- 
ability that any Communist 
attack on any area vital to 
the security of the Western 
powers would be punished, as 
in Korea. It has also been 
agreed that everything pos- 
sible should be done to im- 
press this idea on the Com- 
munists, and it was with this 
idea in mind that Prime Min- 
ister Churchill told Congress 
‘when he was here that if the 
Communists broke an armi- 
stice in Korea, United States 
and British action would be 
“prompt, resolute and effec- 
tive.” 

Similarly, President Truman 
and Churchill last month issued 
another less direct warning 
against Communist aggression 
in Southeast Asia, and the Brit- 
ish foreign secretary, Anthony 
Eden, backed up this warning 
in a speech at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

At the end of the Truman- 
Churchill meetings, ¢onsequent- 
ly, the impression given to the 
Kremlin was about as follows: 1. 
Past differences between the 
United States and Britain on 
the Far East were being re- 
solved; 2. The two governments 
were determined to stand to- 
gether against any further Com- 
munist aggression1 Asia; and 


mons in 


3. A plan of common action for 
the defense of that part of the 
wo8ld was being worked out. 


Since then both the House of 
Representatives and the House 
of Commons have been sniping 
at the Truman-Churchill agree- 
ments. First, the House here 
passed a resolution demanding 
to know whether Truman had 
promised to send any more 
United States troops into action 
in Asia, and implied that it was 
opposed to such commitment. 

This was then followed by the 
debate in the House of Com- 
which the parbia- 
mentary Labor Party put down 
a vote of censure against 
Churchill personally for fail- 
ing to make clear in his speech 
to the Congress here that Brit- 
ain was opposed to any exten- 
sion of the Korean war. 

This vote, like the House of 
Representatives resolution, also 
carried the implication § that 
there was strong opposition to 
any further British involvement 
in Asia.

No member of the House arose 
to answer his challenge and the 
bill was sent to Governor Battle 
for his signature by a vote of 49-19. 

Whitehead said the bill would 
have the effect of eliminating the 
30-day period now given voters to 
get the name of their candidate 
on the Virginia ballot after the 
intentions of the two major party 
organizations in the state become 
clear. 

Under a law sponsored by former 
Governor Tuck in 1938, Virginia 
Democrats were given an oppor- 
tunity to support someone other 
than the nominee of the national 
party and declare their choice to 
be the ‘“‘Democratic Party’’ nomi- 
nee in the state. 

This would be done through a 
state Democratic convention to 
be held after the national conven- 
tion.

Misleading 
To Dieters 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


A graphic chart of weight 
reduction always resembles an 
irregular flight of stair steps, 
with a down line followed by a 
level stretch, another down jog 
and another level line, etc. 

It will help all nonlosers to 
know that in almost any weight 
reducing program after a time 
water retention may temporarily 
postpone the further registration 
of weight loss. 


Or, when water is retained at 
the beginning of a diet, there 
may be no weight reduction for 
a period of two or three weeks. 
Then follows a sharp drop as the 
tissues release the stored water. 


A rapid initial weight loss, fol- 
lowed by a prolonged lull in los- 
ing, is an indication of two 
things . . . part of the initial re- 
duction was water loss. 


Secondly, after the water has 
been released from the tissues, 
the dieter turns around and 
stores more water, which pre- 
vents further evidence of fatty 
tissue loss. Until the water .bal- 
ance adjusts there will be no 
evidence. :

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27—(INS). 
The Civil] Aeronautics Board 
Wednesday canceled low-cost air 

oach service by six of the na- 
Sen’ ’s major scheduled air lines. 

The order takes effect March 31. 

The board said this action was 
taken ‘“‘only because’’ the com- 
panies failed to comply with CAB 
policy which had been designed 
~to insure economically-sound coach | 
service at reasonable fares. 

Companies named in Wednes- 
day’s order are Capital, Eastern, 
National-Northwest, United and 
Western air lines. 

The board specifically cited the 
lines’ failure to reduce coach 
fares at off-peak times to four 
cents a passenger mile. 

It also charged that the carriers 
have not complied with board or- 
ders by increasing the number of 
seats on day coaches. 

When the board originally ap- 
proved the low-cost service it 
pointed out the off-peak or night 
coaches make use of otherwise 
idle equipment facilities and per- 
sonnel, and that because of the 
resultant cost savings a reduction 
of the fares to or below the four- 
cent level ‘‘would be reasonable.’’ 

Board spokesman said the lines 
are expected to correct their tariff 
schedules to conform with the gov- 
ernment’s plans. 

(Capital, Eastern and Delta air 
lines operate coach service in and 
out of Atlanta. Delta was not 
named in the order because it had 
already filed a rate reduction with 
the CAB.)

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27—-?— 
Secretary Sawyer belatedly dis- 
closed Wednesday the firing of a 
Commerce department official al- 
leged to have accepted $2,500 in 
connection with the granting of ex- 
port licenses. 

The identity of the $7,000-a-year 
official was not revealed by Saw- 
Yer, but U. S, District Attorney 
Charles M. Irelan said he was 
Henry George Bennett, chief li- 
censing officer for the Commerce 
department’s Office of Interna- 
tional Trade. 

Irelan said the case had been 
turned over to him for investiga- 
tion. 

“If a crime has been committed 
we will present the case to the 
grand jury,’’ Irelan told reporters. 

Bennett, who has been with the 
Office of International Trade for 
one year, was fired Feb. 7. The 
Commerce department said no an- 
nouncement was made at the time 
because the case had been re- 
ferred to the Justice department 
for further investigation.

I believe I know as much about 
the condition commonly called 
pyorrhea as—oh, well, I can 
afford to be modest about it 
and say I know as much as the 
average physician or dentist 
does about it.

If there 
is little or no evidence of sup- 
puration (pus-formation) some 
dentists use another term, such 
as gingivitis, which means in- 
flammation of the gum, and still 
doesn’t identify any specific 
disease.

I hate to mention it so abrupt- 
ly, but I believe all of the mouth 
conditions usually ascribed to 
pyorrhea are manifestations of 
physical degeneration due to 
nutritional deficiencies in pre- 
natal life, infancy, childhood and 
youth.

(wasting, shrinkage) of gums, 
teeth, jaw bone. 

The process may be retarded 
or arrested even in mature in- 
dividuals by correcting the nvu- 
tritional deficiencies not for 
weeks or months but from now 
on

Making good a promise by Gov.

Ten of the men were 
arrested at their homes and the 
other was picked up by SBI agents 
in Raleigh. 

They were charged with kid- 
maping an expectant Negro moth- 
er, taking her from her home near 
Chadbourn, N. C., at pistol-point 
and cutting a cross in her hair 
with shears last Nov. 14. Nance 
said the woman was “‘slapped a 
few times” with a belt by between 
15 and 20 robed and hooded men 
in a woods but was not flogged 
when she told her captors of her 
condition. 


“TELL NIGGERS’”’ 

Nance said the woman, Esther 
Lee Floyd, was told to “go to 
Whiteville and tell all the ‘niggers’ 
that the Ku Kluckers got you.” 
Instead the terrified woman fled 
the county, too frightened to re- 
port the incident, Nance said. Her 
parents told police and SBI agents 
got her story in another town. 

Nance said the Klansmen ac- 
cused the Negro of “associating 
with white men.”’ 

“We're getting more evidence 
now and we're going to break 
more of these cases. This is just 
the start,’”’ Nance said. At least 
eight whites and several Negroes 
have reported being flogged in 
Columbus County since late 1950. 

A total of 16 men in this rural 
truck crop and tobacco-growing 
county of 46,000 now face possible 
death sentences if convicted on 
federal or state kidnaping charges. 
The 10 arrested by the FBI Feb. 
16 will be arraigned before a U. S.

Laurence, the only newspaper- 
man to cover the first explosion of 
the atomic bomb at Los Alamos, 
N. M., and who witnessed the one 
dropped on Nagasaki, spoke to the 
third session of the eighth annual 
in-service course for teachers 
given by The Times in co-opera- 
tion with the board of education. 


AS A DETERRENT 


Tactical atomie weapons—‘‘tai- 
lor-made for size: and use’’—will 
effectively neutralize the manpow- 
er superiority of totalitarian na- 
tions, Laurence said. Manufac- 
tured in large numbers, they will 
serve as a deterrent of World War 
ITI, he added.. 

“World War III has become im- 
possible,’’ Laurence said. ‘‘And in 
a sense by making it impossible, 
it has been fought and won.’ 

However, he urged thatthe U. S. 
‘not rést on our laurels.’’ He said 
that unless the U. S. always is pre- 
pared and alert there wiil be 
temption for a dictator ‘‘to win a 
quick victory over us by a super 
Pearl Harbor.’’ 


REDS CAN’T CATCH UP 


Laurence was optimistic that the 
free world would be able to main- 
tain its atomic superiority over 
the totalitarian world for an ‘‘in- 
definite period.’’ He expressed-the 
view, further, that ‘‘Russia will 
never be able to catch .up with us’’ | 
as far as the quantity and quality 
of the atomic bomb was con- 
cerned. 


He cited a number of reasons 
for his belief. One was that there 
existed in the U.S. a ‘‘free intel- 
lectual atmosphere where the spir- 
it and mind of man thrive best.” 
Another was that the U. S. un 
questioned leadership in ingenuity, 
possession of strategic materials 
and mastery of technical know- 
how.

NEEDN’T WORRY 


“We need not worry about’ the 
Russian stockpile of atomic weap- 
ons for the foreseeable future,” 
he said. 


Later in a question period: Lau- 
rence was asked if he thought the 
Russians could develop tactical 
atomic bombs. He replied that ‘‘if 
we gave Russia all our secrets on 
a platter, she still couldn’t catch 
up with us.”’ The U. S. is ahead, 
he said, and will stay ahead. 


Another questioner wanted to} 


know about the size of the Russian 
atomic stockpile. Here again Lau- 
rence expressed personal opti- 
mism, saying that he did not give 
much credence to reports that 
Russia had 30 to 100 atomic bombs. 
He said it might well be that the 
Russians were producing one or 
two bombs a year and blowing 
them up for propaganda purposes 
as soon as they have them. 


‘‘The chances are 50-50 that that 
is the case,’’ he declared.

I have seen joy and jubilation on the faces of tuberculosis patients 
as they read the news of the new TB miracle drug. 


Discovery of the new drug to 

fight tuberculosis probably gave 
great satisfaction to the research- 
ers. But if they could know the 
hope and prayers in the hearts of 
people who have fought desperately 
for their lives against tuberculosis, 
their satisfaction would have no 
bounds. 
. The researchers would be par- 
tially repaid for their work if they 
‘could observe the faces and hear 
the voices of the 1,600 patients 
here at Battey—one of the largest 
‘tuberculosis hospitals in the world 
‘—since the news was released that 
a new drug gave high hopes of be- 
ing the long-sought TB killer. 


The first mews of it brought a 
flicker of hope to every heart, but 

ause we have heard reports 
before that a TB cure was just 
around the corner—none of which 
‘was ever The One—we were a bit 
‘justifiably skeptical when we heard 


reports of this new cure. Since 


subsequent reports have indicated 
that some doctors seem to have 
high hopes for the drug, our hopes 
have risen accordingly.
